This process of commuters moving to Caledon started after 
the war but t'really accelerate until the 1960’s. Prior to 
that it was a farming community with a locally based 
economy. Gradually farmers sold off tots to subsidize 
expansion, or because their economy wasn’t hooming 
anyway. It wasn’t that they welcomed the newcomers who 
brought themselves and an idea that the country was nice if 
only it had the advantages of the city. So now, we rarely get 
snowed in and then not long enough to make it an adventure. 
We have a bewildering choice of recreations and someone to 
direct us in them ac thongh living im the country itself 
couldn’t provide any recreation. 

Now, if only we could get household deodorant by the 
barrel to snuff out that insolent farmer's manured field. But 
have patience he'll die off or be forced to use no-smell 
manure. 

Anyone who has moved into Caledon was fascinated by the 
place as it was and became less fascinated by a degree 
exactly corresponding to each person who moved in after 
him. 

Each group that has come has been progressively more 
possessive with their land. The Indians had wide open spaces 
with relatively vague unfenced borders. The farmers fenced 
it off and made sure they knew within a couple of feet where 
their field ended and the other’s began. But they weren't 
greatly perturbed by a neighbour walking across a pasture, 
as long as they didn’t break the fences or upset the livestock. 
If the neighbour passed, without evidence then the farmer 
didn’t take notice. The smaller lots and large unused fields 
that have become a way of life in Caledon now are guarded 
more possessively by ‘“‘no trespassing” signs. One no longer 
goes for a walk over the hills in the country, he goes for a

Its been about ten years 
since the Canadian National 
Railway line running east- 
west through Caledon was 
left standing in weeds. 
Actually, from a_ business 


point of view, the line has 


probably been standing in 
weeds for half of the 109 
years it has. ar in 
existence. 

The company tha built the 
Hamilton and Northwestern 
line was incorporated in 1871 
and construction took place 
during the 1870's. with 
completion in 1877 or the 
year before. The line ran 
from Hamilton and branched 
east of Caledon going to 
Barrie'on one route and 
Collingwood on the other. 

The line entered Caledon 
southeast of Cheltenham, 
passing through that town, 
Inglewood, Caledon East. 
Palgrave, as well as some 
smaller communities before 
crossing Number 9 Highway 
near the northeast corner of 
Caledon. 

The economic justification 
for this line as well as a 
myriad of others that 
crisscrossed Peel and many 
other areas in Canada, has 
disappeared. In the early 
days of railway building, 
every community wanted to 
be on a rail line said Maurice 
Simms, public relations 
officer with Canadian 
National.

reason to open the line would 
be to service an industry that 
located along it, said Simms. 
Both the CN and the CTC see 
this as a possibility but not a 
likelihood. 

CN has a contract with 
Defasco Steel for the tran- 
sport of iron ore and it had 
considered using the line but 
in order to use it they would 
have to change the rails from 
80 pounds to 132 pounds to 
handle the heavy ore train. 
The cost of this plus other 
reinforcement outweighs the 
few miles that would be 
saved with this line. 

Meanwhile the ties rot and 
the rails rust and — will 
contin to do so. e CN 
can't aioe private citizens 
to reclaim this material 
partly because of the 
liability and partly because 
CN would have difficulty 
COntivliing whai is laken. 

An historical club is at- 
tempting to get together ‘‘A 
Credit Valley Railway" 
which would lease that part 
of the line between 
Georgetown and Cheltenham 
and set up an old fashioned 
train as a tourist attraction. 
According to Simms, they 
are finding this to be a costly 
venture. 

The CN has said it is not 
soliciting suggestions for the 
line but would listen to an 
organized proposal. 

This line gained some 
anonymous notoriety if such 
a thing exists when the CBC 
chose a site on it near 
Caledon East to drive the 
‘last spike’’. The last spike 
here was to represent the 
completion of the trens- 
continental rail line of the 
19th Century however 
ironically it might have been 
the last spike of the old 
Hamilton and Northwestern.

“Oh those farmers make 
me sick'!’’ Why they’ve got 
lots of money!.Don‘t believe 
all that hog wash about long 
hours and low pay! The only 
farmers I ever meet are 
driving buicks and 
holidaying in Florida!; 
spending a month looking 
over the rural scene in 
communist China, or 
showing their slides of their 
recent trip to the Argen- 
tine!"’ 

Well, naturally, when 
you're holidaying down 
south, the only Ontario 
farmer you will meet are 
those who are able to do 
likewise. Do farmers not 
earn the right to a holiday 
too? And, yes, there actually 
are genuine farmers who 
(because of good 
management, and depen- 
dable help whether it be via 
sons, brothers or dependable 
employees) do take holidays 
comparable to the rest of 
Canadians, but, even in 1976, 
there are many who do not. 

So when you hear of your 
farm neighbours flying to the 
Barbados, do not - assume 
that every farmer enjoys 
that priviledge. 

And, further, let us 
examine the case of the get- 
away. The flying farmer 
probably started _sihis 
business at the age of 14 to 
18. For the first twenty years 
while he is renovating the 
farm buildings to suit his 
operation, building up his 
stock and the 


money to enjoy annual 
vacations. Oh, he may, -if 
he’s fortunate enough | to 
have reliable help, take a 
week about once every two 
years. (and I’m sure that’s 
being generous, if you were 
to take an over-county 
average). So, over twenty 
years, how much holiday 
leave has he accumulated? 
Can he be permitted a three 
week vacation from the age 
of forty on? 

Will you grant that he has 


money. I think it is 
reasonable to say, that for 
the first twenty years he is in 
business, he will be working 
an average of twelve hours a 
day, for six days a week and 
four hours on Sunday just to 
do the necessary chores. 
(These figures will be for a 
dairy farm since this is the 
type of operation 1 know 
best.) The dairy farmer's 
week then, is composed of 
approximately 76 hours 


compared to the average- 
man’s forty. So, the farmer 
puts in thirty-two hours of 
overtime at time and a half, 
plus four hours on Sunday at 
double time. Pay him the 
minimum hourly wage and 
see how much his yearly 
income would be. Could he 
afford, after twenty years of 
334 workdays, (52 x 64-4) an 
annual three week vacation 
in the Carribian? Would he 
have enough left to pay for 
his Buick? 

The next time you meet 

that rich farmer on the flight 
to Florida, ask him where he 
spent his holidays when he 
was twenty-four, when he 
was thirty-two. Find out how 
much of the world he has 
seen; for how many years he 
has been able to enjoy such 
trips. 
I think you will discover 
that he has indeed well 
earned every luxury he is 
enjoying. Because he has 
spent his youth so in- 
dustriously, we Canadians 
spend a smaller proportion 
of our income on food than do 
any other people in the world 
(with the exception of the 
Americans). 
the last 20 years, he has 
increased — if fact doubled 
his production per acre, he 
now feeds fifty people. 

If the rest of society had 
done as well, every Canadian 
could afford an annual trip to 
Transylvania, Turkistan or 
Tuktoyaktuk; but instead 
our average production per 
man has decreased in other 
industries and we find 
ourselves in a state of in- 
flation. 

Considering the preceding 
evidence, tle farmer finds it
